Prepared  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  approved  February  2, 1909, 
entitled:  “An  act  to  require  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  and  State  Treasurer 
to  ascertain  the  amount  of  revenue  necessary  to  be  raised  for  state  purposes  in  the 
present  year,  and  to  equalize  the  value  of  taxable  property  in  the  several  counties, 
and  to  apportion  the  aforesaid  total  revenue  among  the  several  counties  in  propor- 
tion therewith,  to  repeal  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith,  and  to 
declare  an  emergency,”  and  consisting  of  all  items  of  expense,  given  separately,  to 
which  the  State  will  be  subject  under  existing  laws,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
December  31, 1909;  also  all  items  of  deficiency,  including  interest  on  unpaid  warrants 
left  over  from  the  previous  year,  the  payment  of  which  has  been  authorized  by  law; 
also  the  sum  provided  by  law  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Oregon  National 
Guard,  and  the  sum  required  by  law  for  the  support  of  the  University  of  Oregon, 
and  the  support  of  the  State  Agricultural  College.

Of  the  apportionment  of  the  State  taxes  among  the  several  counties  of  the  State. 

The  following  table  shows— 

First  The  total  taxable  property  in  each  county  and  of  the  State  as  last  assessed 
by  the  county  assessor  and  equalized  by  the  county  board  of  equalization  thereof 
and  certified  by  the  various  county  clerks  to  the  Secretary  of  State  as  of  the  date  of 
the  last  county  assessment. 

Second— The  total  taxable  property  in  each  county  as  last  assessed  and  equalized 
as  adjusted  and  equalized  by  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  and  State  Treasurer 
acting  jointly,  as  required  by  said  act  of  February  2,  1909. 

Third—  Proportion,  in  percentage,  which  the  equalized  value  of  taxable  property 
within  each  county  bears  to  the  total  amount  of  taxable  property  in  all  of  the  coun- 
ties of  the  State,  as  so  determined  and  equalized,  which  proportion  is  also  the  pro- 
portion of  the  State  taxes  to  be  paid  by  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  as  provided 
in  said  act  of  February  2,  1909. 

Fourth— The  total  amount  of  revenue  to  be  raised  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31, 1909,  for  State  purposes,  not  provided  for  by  a special  tax,  duly  authorized  by 
law,  and  apportioned  to  each  county  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  to  be  levied  and  collected 
and  paid  into  the  state  treasury  by  each  of  said  counties  in  the  manner  provided  by 
law,  being  the  resulting  per  cent  apportioned  to  each  of  said  counties  of  the  sum  of 
one  million  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  ($1,275,000.00),  as  set  out  in 
the  before-mentioned  table,  the  said  sum  of  one  million  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  thousand  dollars  ($1,275,000.00)  being  the  total  revenue  to  be  raised  by  taxation 
for  State  purposes  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1909,  being  at  the  rate  of 
2.13163  mills  on  each  dollar  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  total  taxable  property  in  the 
several  counties,  as  assessed  by  the  several  county  assessors,  equalized  by  the  county 
boards  of  equalization,  and  as  finally  equalized  by  the  Governor,  the  Secretary  of 
State,  and  the  State  Treasurer.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  approved  February  2, 1909,  entitled: 
“An  act  to  require  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  and  State  Treasurer  to  ascertain 
the  amount  of  revenue  necessary  to  be  raised  for  State  purposes  in  the  present  year, 
and  to  equalize  the  value  of  taxable  property  in  the  several  counties,  and  to  appor- 
tion the  aforesaid  total  revenue  among  the  several  counties  in  proportion  therewith, 
to  repeal  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith  and  to  declare  an  emergency,” 
we.  Geo.  E.  Chamberlain,  Governor,  Frank  W.  Benson,  Secretary  of  State,  and 
Geo.  A.  Steep,  State  Treasurer,  acting  jointly,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  aforesaid  act,  have  prepared  the  foregoing  statements  and  apportionment,  and 
ascertained  by  computation  the  total  amount  of  revenue  necessary  for  State  pur- 
poses for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31, 1909,  as  shown  by  the  foregoing  tabu- 
lated statements,  is  the  sum  of  one  million,  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand 
dollars  ($1,275,000),  and  have  determined,  adjusted,  and  equalized  the  total  taxable 
property  among  the  several  counties  so  that  the  same  shall  be  as  nearly  uniform  as 
possible,  and  have  determined  the  proportion  which  the  taxable  property  in  each 
county  as  equalized  bears  to  the  total  taxable  property  in  the  State,  and  we  hereby 
apportion  said  sum  among  the  several  counties  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  in  accordance 
with  the  provision  of  said  act. 

Now,  therefore,  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  act,  we  declare 
that  the  State  levy  of  taxes  for  State  purposes,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appor- 
tioned among  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  according  to  and  as  shown  by  the 
foregoing  statements,  which  are  hereby  made  a part  of  this  order  and  declaration,  to 
be  collected  in  each  of  said  counties  and  paid  over  to  the  State  Treasurer,  all  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  in  such  cases  made  and  provided.
